Before one should think of start- 
ing the lawn, the soil should be put 
in firstelass shape.

The 
easiest way to do this is to dig well, 
preferably of course in the Fall, but 
it is too late for that now.

In fact, unless one 
is in a great hurry it is best to put 
the space set aside for the lawn in 
some cultivated crop like potatoes 
for a season in order to have the 
earth settle properly... When every- 
thing is ready, select the very best 
seed obtainable. This is another 
very important point. Lawn 
can be secured at prices which vary 


seed 


widely. Sometimes, the beginner is 
tempted to purchase the lower- 
priced article but he will be dis- 


appointed when his lawn gets ragged 
and coarse after the first year. 
Cheap seeds make a fine showing 
very quickly but as they contain a 
high per centage of coarse grasses, 
they fade as quickly. Good seed 
from reputable merchants is cheap 
insurance. One pound of seed is 
needed for every 200 square feet. 


Sow during the evening or on a quiet 
day, roll or pound in thoroughly, 
and cut with a very sharp mower 
when the grass is a few inches high. 
Easily Grown Annuals 

Even the busy person who cannot 
afford to potter too much around the 
flower garden can have a brilliant 
display of bloom with very little 
trouble. In choosing his flowers, 
he must make sure that they require 
little care, not much in the way of 
special location or soil; that they 
bloom freely, and last for a long 
time. They must not be too fussy 
in the matter of watering because 
the busy person has no time to spend 
in nursing them along during the 
hot weather. With these points in 
mind, one cannot go wrong in choos- 
ing all or some of the following: 
Snapdragon, Mariagolds, Poppies, 
Annual Larkspur, Nasturtiums, 
Scabiosa, Zinnias, Salpiglossis. 
These are all medium to large-sized 
plants, with the exception of the

Portulaca will make an excellent 
flower and will thrive even when 
neglected. It is a low, spreading 


sort of plant with a bright flower. 
Mignonette should possibly be add- 
ed for fragrance sake. Provided the 
flowers are kept removed and the 
weeds kept down early in the season, 
all these flowers should bloom from 
the first of July until Autumn, and 
with the exception of the Poppy and 
Portulaca all make good clipping 
material for decoration indoors, 
They can be planted in clumps or 
beds, depending on color and size. 
Rose Requirements 

Roses must have good drainage 
and it is best to give some protection 
in the form of fences, shrubbery or 
buildings on the north side. They 
should, however, be planted two or 
three feet in front of these wind- 
breaks so that they will get full 
sun, Plant hybrid perpetuals three 
feet apart, and hybrid teas two, The 
roots should be spread out when 
planting and the earth firmed well 
about the stocks. The point at which 
the roses are budded (union of stock 
and scion) should be buried 2 inches 
below the surface of the soil.

The health of the expectant 
mother is a matter of both personal 
and national importance. The 


health of future Canadians is bound 
up in this question, because national 
health is, in the final analysis, the 
sum total of individual heath, and 
individual health largely depends 
upon a proper start in life, 

Pregnancy may be called a normal 
physiologica] function, but it must 
be recognized that, in order to ren- 
der it safe and reasonably comfort- 
able, special care is required, The 
fact cannot be overlooked that, in 
the performance of this function, 
too many mothers suffer unduly, 
some, as a result, being more or less 
incapacitated, and others losing their 
lives. 

The expectant mother requires 
supervision—what is usually called 
pre-natal care. Such care makes 
for greater comfort and security. It 
should begin early in pregnancy and 
continue throughout. There are 
many things concerning which the 
expectant mother needs instruction 
and which are of great importance, 
not only to herself but to her child. 

The success achieved by the Win- 
nipeg General Hospita] Pre-Natal 
Clinic is one of many examples of 
what can be accomplished by proper 


care. This 


é Ther« 
lave only been two maternal deaths 
in this group, 


It is quite true that every 
large number. of women bring 
healthy babies into the world with 
® minimum to themselves of suffer- 
ing and illness, Knowing this, other 
women are apt to think that all the 
talk about the need for pre-natal 
care and proper care at confinement 
is far-fetched, This view is not 
sound because it overlooks the num- 
ber of women who become ill, and 
some of whom die from conditions 
which could have been prevented had 
proper supervision and care been 
secured during pregnancy and at 
confinement, ,

If maternity is to be rendered free 
from danger, it must be directed; it 
must be kept in the normal safe 
channe} piloted by those trained in 
giving supervision and _ direction. 
Otherwise, disaster may come from 
drifting into dangerous currents, 
not seen, but nevertheless present, 
which menace the period of preg- 
nancy and confinement.
